CAPTAINS WHO ARE ALSO PRIVATES. 


Some of the Columbian Guards Said te 
Draw Two Salaries. ~ 

A singular state of affairs exists among the 
Captains of the Columbian Guard, About 
thirty-five of these Captains are Cap- 
tains or Lieutenants in the regular 
army of the United States and are 
detailed to work in connection with the Co- 
lumbian Guard. Ten or more of these offi- 
cers receive $50 a month from the Exposi- 
tion, on vouchers, for expenses. But the 
remaining twenty-five are said ((o re- 
ceive a like amount on account of 
being privates in the Columbian Guard. 

In some quarters this arrangement is excit- 
ing considerable astonishment for severyl rea- 
sons. It seems a strange anomaly to some 
that a Captain should be a private in his own 
company or regiment. It excites astonish- 
ment that a regular army officer would conde- 
scend under any circumstances to be enrolled 
as a private. Finally. it is said that these of- 
ficers are violating the army regulations, 


' which forbids them to receive a salary from 


any one but the government. It is even 
predicted that every one of them will be court- 
martialed and cashiered when the circum- 
stances become known.

Trip Through the Cities, 

The bell was cast June 22 in the presence 
of over 1,000 people. It left the Meneley 
Bell company’s works at Troy a week ago and 
came thtough Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washington, Pittsburg, and Indianapolis on 
its way to Chicago, William O. McDonnell, 
one of the chief promoters of the wave of 
sentiment; of which the bell is the re. 
sult, came all the way with it. He did 
not ride much on the flat car containing it, 
but his gon, young W. T. McDowell, 
and young Mr. Meneely did. The elder Mc 
Dowell wags away telephoning and telegraph- 
ing for t engine at midnight, but the 
young mei were on the car, patient and even 
enthusiastic.

Appalling Destitution and Loss of Prop- 
erty from Late Storm. 

Cuakuxston, via Savannah, Ga., Sept. 1.—

Fair, they felt impelled now to state the facts. 
At the time the board selected committees 

throughout the State to aid in securing exhib- 
its there was a committee of fifteen of the 
most prominent fruit growers in the 
State selected as a fruit committee.

PEFFER PRESENTS A COINAGE BILL. 


Queer Ideas Evolved by the Bearded States- 
man from Wind-Blown Kansas, 
Wasurneton, D. C., Sept. 1.—Senator Pef- 
fer yesterday introduced in the Senate a bill 
to provide for the free and unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver bullion. It provides: 
That the standard for both gold and silver 
coins shall hereafter be such that of 1,000 parts 
by: weight 900 shall be pure metal and 100 alloy, 


the alloy of silver coins to be copper and that of 


gold coins copper and silver, the silver not to ex- 
ceed one-half of the whole alloy. The silver 
dollar is contain 412% #£=grains, the 
half-dollar 206% grains, the quarter 103% 
grains, and the dime 41% grains. The coins are 
to be legal tender for any sums whatever. In 
gold coins the eagle is to contain 258, the half- 
eagle 129, and the W ones 54% ins, 
The silver and gold coins heretofore issued 
are to continue to be legal tender on 
the same terms as if they were coined under this 
act.

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Coming to the so-called Sherman law the 
Senator said that he took no pride in it, and 
favored it when it passed only out of dire 
necessity, because it was better than eithen 
the House or Senate free coinage bill. That 
it was better than the free coinage measure 
of the latter no one will deny unless he be a 
| friend of the silver standard of depreciated 
money. That it was better than the House bill 
in that it had an emphaticdeclaration in favor 
of keeping the silver money at parity with 
gold is unquestionable. Whether the omis- 
sion of the qualified power to redeem in sil- 
ver Treasury notes in silver bullion at its gold 
value which was ih the House bill was wise 
may be questioned. | 

Nor is he ready to admit that the silver pur- 
chase law was in itself an unmixed evil. He 
thinks the currency issued under it enabled 
the country to bear with comparative ease the 
shock of the Barings’ failure and of Austra- 
lian financial convulsions. Nevertheless he 
says he was satisfied a year ago that all the 
good possible had been gotten out of that law 
and introduced a proposition to suspend it. 
But Democratic Senators were unanimously 
against a measure which many of them de- 
clare now to be absolutely necessary, and his 
attempt was a failure. 

The Senator was for the suspension of the 
law a year ago. He is for its repeal now, 
though he is of the opinion that the loss of 
gold has been due in part to the sending back 
of American securities after the Barings’ fail- 
ure, and also to the adverse balance of trade 
during the last flscal year. He hoped that 
this year’s crops would be so good and the 
foreign demand for them so large that the 
balance of trade would be tne other way dur- 
ing this fiscal year. He said further: 

The President, in the midst of the panic, ap- 
peals to us to repeal this law, and he will not 
make this appeal to me in vain. I have no 
sympathy with him in politics, but I believe 
that in this matter he is right, and that it is my 
duty to respond to his call. I will cooperate in 
any measure that will tend to maintain the 
harmonious use of silver and gold as standards 
of value. I hope that the next measure of re.ief 
which my friend from Indiana (Mr. Voorhees) ‘ 
will provide will be a broad, liberal measure 
authorizing the President or the Secretary of the 
Treasury, whichever he prefers, to exercise the 
power if necessary tb soll securities in order to 
maintain the parity of all our currency.

There is no excuge for the present lack of cir- 
culating medium. There is plenty of silver in 
the Treasury that could easily be put into eirou- 
lation and relieve the country of a great deal of 
the present contraction.

But the truth is the annual supply of gold is 
on the increase, and it promises to augment 
at a rapid rate in the near future, It is now 
30 per cent greater than ten years ago, and 
last year the United States sunk to second 
place as a producer, its 83 millions being sur- 
passed by the $33,870,000 of Australia. In 
1892 the African gold fields produced two- 
thirds as much as our total. And Africa 
promises to yield enormously in the next few 
years.

The manager sits at a big flat top oak desk in 
the center and from his’ seat commands a 
view of the entire room. His desk is six feet 
square and has places for an assistant on 
each side. There are four news desks for ed- 
itors and copy readers. These desks are 
9x5 feet. e are three sextet op- 
erating tables, Ox4 feet, built like 
desks, with glass partitions between 
the operators, and fitted with the latest make 
of telegraphic instruments. Other desks on 
the same general plan are provided for the 
cable and marine departinents. Beneath the 
flooring of the room, which is a layer of ce- 
ment six inches deep, several miles of tele- 
graph wires are laid in conduits connecting 
the desks wag, the switchboard in one corner 
of the room. Kn tables are fitted 
with twenty single-line instruments, one du- 
plex which is used on one of the Washi n 
wires; two quadruplex, used on the Cana 

circuit, and two Phillips’ automatic repeaters.

wires. The distributing-room adjoins the 
operating-room. It has pneumatic tubes to 
the Western Union operating-room and re- 
turn, to the delivery-room in the basement, 
and to the State press-room on the fourth 
floor, with return tubes from each. Ihe boys 
who deliver copy to the city papers have a 
room in the basement ard make quicker time 
taking the copy from tubes than if they were 
to use the elevators. 

Beyond the Now 2 -room on the third 
floor is the New room, where all 
Eastern matter is Bern and sent. Next to 
this is the West press room and on the fourth 
floor is the State press room. These rooms 
are furnished with. desks for the day and night 
managers and tables for operators and type- 
writers in the same 8 — 1 as the main 
operating room.

It seems te me that nothi would have 
such a effect and so quickly rastore confi- 
dence and end the panic as an act of Congress 
providing for the issue of $1, $2, $5, $20, $50, 
and $100 *‘certificates’’ or bonds by the Unit- 
ed States, payable on demand and bearing, say, 
one-half cent a day interest on the hundred dol- 
lars, and to be sold through postoffices all over 
the country. The money réceived therefor to be 
loaned by the government to national banks, who 
eould and would give sufficient bonds at the rate 
of 8or4 per cent r annum. The banks in 
turn loan is money to business-men 
at6to 8 per cent. Instead of storing money 
in safe deposit vaults or hiding it at home the 
people who have money to spare would buy these 
certificates or bonds and cash them when the 
needed the money. Noone but an idiot weal 


hoard or hide money and run the risk of losing 
it by robbery or fire when he could simply step 
into the postoffice and exchange it for a certificate 
which would beara little interest and be con- 
vertible into at any time. The government 
would get enough more interest than it paid to 
cover the cost of printing and other expenses of 
the system.
